message having one or more requests for one or more of the data-subject data 
pertaining to a subject, a requester privacy statement for each of the respective 
data-subject data requested, wherein the requester privacy statement includes 
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purpose, retention, recipient, and access information, wherein tlie purpose 
information specifies the purpose for which the requested data is acquired, the 
retention information specifies a retention policy for the requested data, the 
recipient information specifies the recipients of the requested data, and the 
access information specifies whether the requested data should be accessible to 
the data-subject after the data has been released." as in claim 1 and 19.
